There are twelve more months before town meeting. 
There are eleven more months in which we do very little 
thinking and very little acting about town meeting or town 
affairs. In those eleven months we really should do something, 
because year after year we’ve found that the one remaining 
month is too little and too late. 

We've advocated for some time — and nobody’s paid 
much attention — that there should be a survey made of our 
whole town government, its structure and _ its personnel, 
We're going to go on advocating it, and maybe nobody will 
pay any attention until the day comes when we’re going to 
have to skimp again. By that time we will have wasted a 
great deal of our money, money that could well have been 
used to good advantage elsewhere. 

Actually there was a survey made a few years ago by a 
Mr. Flynn, who was a field agent for the Massachusetts Fed- 
eration of Taxpayers association. What he found, nobody 
knows, although he’s willing to come out and go over it with 
anybody who wants to know. From our talks with him, we 
gather that he iound nothing very serious, and rather felt 
that the town was pretty well governed. It is, of course — but 
if he found any way in which we’re out of line, we ought to 
at least try to f'nd out and try to do something about it. 

We’re wondering, ot course, if such a project as this 
survey isn’t something that the finance committee might be 
interested in. And we know that the members are probably 
very much interested in it — but, like everybody else in these 
days, they don’t have the time to do much about it. It’s a good 
committee, composed of a very fine selection of our citizens, 
the type of men we want on such a committee. Somehow, 
though, this committee should find time, make time to doa 
very thorough job of looking into town government and 
giving a candid, hard-boiled report, a report in which the one 
consideration would be the town’s best interests, regardless 
of any personal feelings or any long-standing governmental 
customs or procedures. A meeting at frequent intervals dur- 
ing the year would not be amiss. 

And how about saving money by spending some money? 
Did you realize that we appropriated thousands of dollars a 
couple of weeks ago for committees which spend money, and 
how much did we spend for the committee that we appoint 
to save money? The magnificent sum of $20! They could use 
more than that very effectively.
